Police to wear 
body cameras 


POLICE in Haverhill are set 
to start wearing body cam¬ 
eras next year. 

Police bosses say the cam¬ 
eras, which will be rolled out 
across Suffolk and Norfolk, 
will improve public trust in 
the force. 

The cameras will be at¬ 
tached to front-line officers’ 
uniforms, and will not be 
permanently recording. 

Members of the public 
will be notified when they 
are being recorded, and the 
cameras will make a beeping 
noise and emit a flashing red 
light when recording is tak¬ 
ing place. 

The cameras will be intro¬ 
duced by a dedicated team 
in a staged roll-out in the 
spring of next year. 

Temporary Assistant Chief 
Constable Mike Fawcett, 
programme lead for body 
cameras, said: “We are al-

ways looking to ways to fur¬ 
ther improve the public’s 
trust in community policing. 
Cameras offer greater trans¬ 
parency for those in front of 
the camera as well as behind 
it. 

“Our officers often have 
to work in challenging situ¬ 
ations and the use of body- 
worn video cameras can be 
a valuable tool in support¬ 
ing them whilst building the 
public’s confidence.” 

He said that cameras 
could speed up the process 
of justice. 

Experience of using them 
elsewhere has shown that of¬ 
fenders in domestic violence 
cases are more likely to plead 
guilty when they know they 
have been recorded. 


Suffolk’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more said: “Anything that 
improves the public’s trust 
and confidence in the con¬ 
stabulary and makes life on 
the streets safer for our po¬ 
lice officers has my full sup¬ 
port.” 

He said he and Chief Con¬ 
stable Gareth Wilson were 
united in their commitment 
to making sure officers have 
the training and equipment 
they need. 

Suffolk police say that 
information about precise 
costings, the number of 
body cameras and which of¬ 
ficers will wear them will be 
made available as the project 
moves forward.

Provisional data released by the 
Department for Education (DfE) has 
revealed an increase of children in

I am thrilled to 
see Suffolk's GLD figures continue 
to rise year on year and that we 
have continued to stay above the 
national average."

Your votes vital 
for heart devices 


COMMUNITY first respond¬ 
ers in Haverhill have urged 
the public to get voting in a 
bid to help them win a grant 
of up to £10,000 to install 
new public access defibril¬ 
lators. 

Haverhill Community 
First Responders have al¬ 
ready installed three of the 
devices but are now appeal¬ 
ing for help to get more in 
the hope that they could 
save people’s lives. 

Each public access defi¬ 
brillator (PAD) costs about 
£2,500 so a grant of £10,000 
could fund three more of 
the devices to be mounted 
on buildings in the Haver¬ 
hill area. 

The first responders have 
now signed up to the Aviva 
Community Fund initiative, 
which calls on members of 
the public to vote for the 
cause they would like to see 
receive a cash boost. 

Keith Jesson, who has 
been a community first re¬ 
sponder in Haverhill for the 
last six years, said they had

already received more than 
100 votes but that the group 
needed “a lot more” to win 
the money. 

He said: “Every minute 
that there’s a delay in do¬ 
ing CPR and defibrillation 
reduces the chance of that 
person surviving by 10 per 
cent. 

“The sooner a defibril¬ 
lator is applied the more 
chance that person has 
of survival, therefore the 
more defibrillators we have 
around the more chance we 
have of saving a life.” 

Mr Jesson, 69, said the 
project with the most num¬ 
ber of votes would be the 
one handed the biggest cash 
injection from the Aviva ini¬ 
tiative. 

He added: “What people 
have to do as well to register 
their votes is to create a free 
Aviva account before they 
can cast their votes which 


is maybe what’s prevent¬ 
ing people but we have had 
more than 3,000 Facebook 
contacts so far so that’s re¬ 
ally good.” 

A PAD consists of a secure 
cabinet and a defibrillator 
mounted on the outside of 
a building, with all the de¬ 
vices monitored by the am¬ 
bulance service. 

The defibrillators have a 
life span of around 10 years 
and should be placed where 
they are readily accessible. 

Some organisations have 
defibrillators installed on 
their premises but these are 
not always accessible to the 
general public. 

The deadline for voting 
is November 18. To vote 
for the defibrillator pro¬

THE mother of a young boy with a rare 
genetic condition says the completion of 
his long-awaited new bedroom and wet- 
room has made a huge impact on their 
lives. 

After five months of fundraising - and 
a 19-week building project-life for Nata¬ 
sha, 35, and Mike Power, 36, and their 
young family has infinitely improved - 
and they say they can’t thank people who 
made it happen enough. 

As previously reported, the couple of 
West Wickham, needed to build a new 
bedroom and wet room for their son 
Jack, who has tuberous sclerosis. 

The 8-year-old, who also has a 6-year- 
old brother, Harrison, and baby sister 
Faye, attends a local special school and 
was diagnosed with the condition at 12 
weeks, after being rushed to A&E with a 
seizure. 

Since our sister paper, the Cambridge 
News, launched its Power Up! campaign 
in December, hundreds of friends and 
well-wishers have rallied round to help 
the family who have now smashed their 
initial £25,000 
target, 1 

raising 
£26,000. 

Jack 
has now 
moved 
into his 
new bed¬ 
room and 
wetroom.

and have been touched by that. It’s just 
incredible people have done this for us.” 

Since Jack was diagnosed in 2008 he 
has daily seizures - usually four to six in 
a day - and his epilepsy is both drug and 
diet resistant. 

Natasha and Mike have been carrying 
Jack up and down the stairs to his bed¬ 
room where he has a special padded bed. 

But now with the new wetroom and 
bedroom, which includes a ball pool and 
soft den along with a special interactive 
wall panel, he can play safely downstairs 
and be more independent - and they do 
not have to carry him any more. 

“It makes that space not just a bed¬ 
room, but a safe place to play,” added 
Natasha. “He now has that bit of inde¬ 
pendence. You can be close enough to 
him but it also gives him that feeling 
he’s on his 
own and can 
do things for 
himself. 

“We can 
„ function and 
do things 
most don’t 
even con¬ 
template. It 
just means 
when we’re

IT’S not often that you get to spend your 
birthday training Benedict Cumberbatch’s 
body double - but it was all in a day’s work for 
Haverhill stunt performer Shane Griffin.

EMERGENCY 

Fire crews part 
of national trial 


FIREFIGHTERS are providing 
emergency care to victims of 
heart attacks in a new trial 
scheme being rolled out in 
Haverhill. 

The town’s fire station is 
one of five across Suffolk to 
have been selected to take 
part in the national trial. 

The stations have been 
chosen because they are 
some of the busiest for car¬ 
diac arrests in the county 

Firefighters from Haverhill 
will now be sent to emer¬ 
gency calls involving heart 
attacks alongside paramed¬ 
ics and community first re¬ 
sponders. 

The ambulance service will 
still respond to all of these 
calls, but fire crews may ar¬ 
rive first. 

They could provide poten¬ 
tially life-saving care in the 
crucial few minutes after a 
cardiac arrest. 

Wendy Risdale-Barrs, the 
ambulance service’s regional 
collaboration lead, said: “We 
know that the quicker some¬ 
one starts CPR and gets a de-

fibrillator to a patient in car¬ 
diac arrest the better chance 
they have of surviving.” 

She said that the scheme 
built on collaboration work 
the East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service Trust (EEAST) 
had already done with the 
RAF, community first re¬ 
sponders and public-access 
defibrillation. 

Haverhill’s firefighters have 
received training from the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service in how to respond 
to heart attacks, in addition 
to standard training for fire¬ 
fighters. 

Haverhill’s firefighters 
make up around one fifth of 
the 100 firefighters across Suf¬ 
folk involved in the scheme. 

Both of the fire engines 
based in Haverhill will be 
used as part of the scheme 
- two of the nine across the 
county. 


The fire station has re¬ 
ceived life-saving equipment 
from the ambulance service 
in addition to the standard 
defibrillators and trauma 
bags. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue’s 
assistant chief fire officer 
Dan Fearn said: “The scheme 
is part of a national trial and 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice is positive and ambitious 
about continuing our col¬ 
laboration journey with blue 
light partners in the county 
in order to ensure we are do¬ 
ing all that we can to protect 
and assist the communities 
of Suffolk when in need.” 

The scheme was rolled out 
at the weekend, and will run 
until February next year. 

The other fire stations 
where the scheme is being 
introduced are in Fowestoft 
South, Felixstowe, Sudbury 
and Fong Melford.

POLICE have re¬ 
peated their ‘un¬ 
popular view’ of not 
prioritising parking 
over serious crimes 
after concerns were 
raised about en¬ 
forcement in Linton. 

Officers said they 
would always pri¬ 
oritise more seri¬ 
ous crimes after the 
claims, which came 
during a Sawston 
sector police meet¬ 
ing last Tuesday. 

Chief Inspector 
lames Sutherland, 
area commander for 
South Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, updated resi¬ 
dents and repre¬ 
sentatives of crime 
in their areas before 
opening up the ho or 
for questions. 

Henry Batch, rep¬ 
resenting Linton 
Parish Council, said 
parking on faded 
yellow lines outside 
schools in the area is 
proving a problem. 

He said: “There 
is a small number 
of public parking 
spaces near schools 
in Linton and there 
are also faded yellow 
lines. 

“This is causing 
some arguments 
with those who park 
outside the school, 
what can the police 
do in terms of ac¬ 
tion? 

“Can police do an¬ 
ything to encourage 
the Highways De¬ 
partment to repaint 
those lines?” 

Mr Batch said 


there were prob¬ 
lems with parking 
enforcement at the 
schools and also in 
other areas of Lin¬ 
ton. 

In response, Mr 
Sutherland said: 
“We will do parking 
enforcement where 
we can, but my con¬ 
sistent but unpopu¬ 
lar view is that I will 
not prioritise park¬ 
ing when there are 
much more serious 
and harmful crimes 
to be dealt with. 

“Parking restric¬ 
tions are not the 
answer - and even if 
officers enforced the 
area with patrols the 
number of tickets is¬ 
sued would be very 
low. 

“In the last six 
months police did 
42 hours of patrols 
dedicated solely on 
parking enforce¬ 
ment in Linton, and 
issued just 16 tick¬ 
ets. 

“On a visit to 
Cambridge, we 
could issue the same 
amount of tickets 
in three hours or 
quicker.” 

Mr Batch asked 
whether residents 
could help by send¬ 
ing photos of cars 
parked illegally or on 
double yellow lines. 

Mr Sutherland 
said the force ‘would 
be inundated’ with 
photos if that was 
the case and doing 
so would ‘open up a 
can of worms’.

JUSTICE 

Work to start on 
new justice plan 


WORK is set to begin on 
plans for alternative access 
to justice after the closure 
of Bury St Edmunds Magis¬ 
trates’ Court. 

Suffolk’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more told the News that the 
county’s criminal justice 
board would begin work 
on detailed plans when it 
meets next month. 

Criminal cases from the 
west of the county are now 
being held in Ipswich - 
an 80-mile round trip for 
Haverhill residents. 

Mr Passmore and Suffolk 
MPs Jo Churchill and Peter 
Aldous travelled to London 
last Thursday to discuss the 
closure of the courthouses 
in Bury St Edmunds and 
Lowestoft with new courts 
minister Sir Oliver Heald. 

Mr Passmore said: 
“There’s no doubt that Sir 
Oliver Heald got the mes¬ 
sage from Suffolk very force¬ 
fully that we are not terribly 
happy at the moment.” 

But he said that the meet-

ing was positive and the 
minister supported explor¬ 
ing alternative ways to pro¬ 
vide access to justice. 

He continued: “We were 
reassured that the minister 
is looking for solutions and 
it would appear that actu¬ 
ally they are trying out all 
sorts of things all over the 
country.” 

He said Sir Oliver told 
them that he was hoping to 
have new systems for justice 
up and running in Suffolk 
within a year, 

This means that by Octo¬ 
ber 2017 systems should be 
in place to allow West Suf¬ 
folk residents to access jus¬ 
tice in nearer locations than 
Ipswich. 

But until then - with the 
exception of vulnerable vic¬ 
tims and witnesses using 
a video link at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds - West Suffolk resi¬ 
dents will have to travel to 


Ipswich to go to court. 

Mr Passmore had called, 
unsuccessfully, for a six- 
month stay of execution on 
the closure of the Bury St 
Edmunds court. 

He said the county’s crim¬ 
inal justice board will now 
develop detailed plans for 
alternative arrangements, 
which could include hold¬ 
ing hearings in public build¬ 
ings such as police stations 
as well as using more tech¬ 
nology like video links. 

The board includes repre¬ 
sentatives from the police, 
the courts and tribunals 
service, the prison and pro¬ 
bation services, the crown 
prosecution service, victim 
support and more. 

Once the proposals are 
put together the public will 
have a chance to have their 
say.
